REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The amendment filed 6/18/2008 has been entered. Claims 3-6, 8-11, 13, and 18- 
24 have been cancelled. Claims 1-2, 7-12, 14-17, 25-26 are pending in this Office 
action. 

Specification 

2. The U.S. Application No. (Docket No. 5579/5) filed on August 14, 2003 (line 18) 
should be provided. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-2, 7, 12, 14-17, 25-26 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art discloses a method for transmitting information using ultra-wideband 
transmission comprising: switching off power to at least one circuit during OFF periods 
of a transmission to decrease power consumption; maintaining signal frequency and 
phase from an end of an ON period to a beginning of the following ON period as recited 
in claims 1 , 12, 14; multiplying a signal by a sine wave of a lower frequency than the 
carrier frequency as recited in claim 16.
